Causes Little Additional 


Damage in Flooded 


Areas, However 


SHANGHAI.-^-The flooded Wu- 


han area, comprising the Central 
China cities of Hankow, Wuchang and 
Hanyang, survived Tuesday's typhoon, 
one of the worst since 1905, without 
great additional damage, it was learn- 
ed Wednesday, although high winds 
swept turbulent waters through Han- 
kow, causing many walls to collapse, 


Although the Yangtse river contin- 


ued to subside, its torrent still carried 
away its daily quota of more than 1,- 
000 bodies from the Wuhan area. 


Since authorities were unable to 


check accurately the mortalities, all 
estimates were mere gueswork. These 
varied from 25,000 to 200,000 in Hupeh 
province since the floods began. 


From the tower of the Cathay Hotel 


spectators watched the watesr of the 
Whangpoo river sweeping over the 
Shanghai Bund a foot deep. 
Nearby 


thoroughfares were thigh deep. Head- 
quarters of the National Relief Com- 
mission was covered with a foot of 
water, High winds uprooted trees and 
drove several small craft ashore in 
Shanghai harbor. 


The Chinese' press said several hun- 


dred huts of the poor In lower sec- 
tions of Shanghai were blown down 
or inundated.

The Louisiana bill would define cot- 


ton-raising in 1932 as a misdemeanor, 
with a penalty of ?100 to $500 fine, or 
60 days' jail sentence, or-both, for 
violation.

Responsibility for enforcement is 


placed upon the .state commissioner of 
agriculture, who would, be given au- 
thority to call upon state officers as 
necessary to aid him in enforcing the 
law and in destroying any stand, of

Other States Divided 


A survey by the Asociated;. Press 


shows a wide divergence of opinion 
regarding Huey Long's "cotton holi- 
day" proposal, .among the Southern 
states. 


Governor Doyle Carlton of Florida 


said he would not call a special legis- 
lative session for the purpose of acting 
on the cotton plan adopted'at the re- 
cent New Orleans conference, which 
provided for non-production of cotton 
in 1632. 


O. Max Gardner, North Carolina's 


governor, said he considered the plan 
unsound without some binding agree- 
ment with foreign growers and asked 
President Hoover to call Congress into 
immediate session to consider 
the 


crisis. 


Farmers of South Carolina will be 


allowed 'to express themselves about a 
special legislative session. Governor 
Ipra C. ^lackwood last night issued a 
call lor the growers to meet in their 
county seats Saturday to discuss the 
matter. 'He added that the cotton 
growing holiday was i;the greatest 
opportunity 'of the century for farm- 
ers." 


Texas Governor Undecided 


Governor Ross Sterling of Texas, 


greatest of all cototn growing states, 
said the Texas legislature would not 
be asked to pass legislation prohibit- 
ing cotton planting, but if any meas- 
ure were presented it would ask for 
laws to reduce acreage.
